OUR WILL AND PLEASURE 
therefore is, that, for the Purpoſe of in- 
forcing and preſerving a regular and 
uniform Syſtem in all Matters relative 
to the Government of Barracks, and of 
marking out the Line between the two 
Departments, Our Warrants of 22d of 
December, 1761, and 3oth of May, 1794, 
aforeſaid, be hereby revoked and an- 
nulled, and that the following Rules, 
Orders, Powers, and Directions, be 
eſtabliſhed” in Lieu thereof, in as much 
as regards the Duties of the Department 
intruſted to the Barrack Maſter General 
to Our Forces : 
1. All Barracks, not in fortified 
Places, ſhall be erected and kept in 
repair by the Barrack-Maſter General to

Stores for Our Troops, are to be fur- 
niſhed by him. And, We are pleaſed to 
direct and order, that the Accommoda- 
tion for Our Royal Artillery in Barracks 
ſhall be under the Direction of the Bar- 
rack Maſter General, excepting at /o2!- 
wich, or wherever there may be a ſepa- 
rate Barrack for the Artillery, or a fixed 
ſtation for that Corps. 5 

2. Our Board of Ordnance ſhall eret 
all Barracks in fortified Places ; and the 
ſame, when finiſhed, ſhall be delivered, 
for the Uſe of Our Forces, to Our Bar- 
rack-Maſter General, who ſhall, after 
ſuch Delivery, be reſponſible for the 
Repair and Preſervation thereof, the

3. The Officers commanding in the 
ſaid Barracks, and the Barrack-Maſfters,

neral, to whom all Applications and Re- 

quiſitions are to be made. | 
4. Every Barrack-Maſter ſhall, upon 
Notice from the Barrack-Mafter Gene- 
ral, or on Production of the Route by 
which Troops are ordered to march, at- 
tend the Arrival of ſuch Regiment or 
Detachment as ſhall be ordered to quar- 
ter in any Barrack within his Diſtrict;

Thoſe Cer- 
tificates to be tranſmitted with the Bar- 
rack-Matter's Accounts, as alſo Receipts

5. Each Barrack-Maſter ſhall make 
frequent Inſpedt ions of the Barracks under 
B 3 his 
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his Care, and of the Appurtenances, 
and report the State thereof to the Bar- 
rack-Maſter General; and the ſaid Bar- 
rack-Maſter ſhall, in Conjunction with 
the Commanding Officer, or ſuch Per- 
ſon as he ſhall appoint, once in every 
Month, make a minute InſpeQion there- 
of; and alſo at the Time when any Re- 
giment, or. Detachment, ſhall be re- 
moved; and if, upon ſuch Inſpection, it 
ſhall be found, that, after every Al- 
lowance is made for Wear and Tear, 
further Damage has been done to the 
Buildings, or any Part thereof, or that 
any of the Furniture, or Utenſils, have 
been injured, deſtroyed, or embezzled, 
the Barrack-Maſter ſhall then form a juſt 
Eſtimate of the Expence of making good 
the Damage; an Account whereof he 
| ſhall tranſmit to the Barrack-Maſter Ge- 
neral; and for the Amount of which he 
ſhall make Application to the Com- 
manding Officer; and if his Demand be 

| not 
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not immediately paid, it ſhall be verified 
by Affidavit of the ſaid Barrack-Maſter, 
and returned to the Barrack- Maſter Ge- 
neral, who ſhall tranſmit a Copy thereof 
to the Officer concerned, and ſhall re- 
quire his immediate Anſwer thereto.

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6. AND WE do hereby direct and 
require the Commanding Officer of each 
Regiment, or Detachment, to give ſtrict 
Orders to the Officers and Soldiers under 
his Command to be particularly careful, 
that the Rooms, Stair-Caſes, Galleries, 
Beds, Bedding, and Utenſils, be kept 
ſweet and clean, and not to permit or 
ſuffer any of the Non-Commiſſoned Of- 
ficers or Soldiers to make uſe of any of 
the Sheetiong for Table Linen, Towels, 
&c. or of any of the Blankets or Rugs 
for ironing on; or to apply any of the 
Bedding, or Utenſils, to any other Pur- 
poſe than they were originally intended 
for; and upon no Account to ſuffer 
Coals to be wetted on the Floors of 
boarded Rooms, or allow the Soldiers to 
waſh their Arms therein ; or permit any 
Alterations to be made in the Barrack-

or otherwiſe, whereby they may be 
SE injured 
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Injured or looſened in the Joints, or by 
fixing up Shelves, Racks, Hooks, Boards, 
or driving Nails in the Walls, whereby 
the Plaſtering may be deſtroyed. And, 
for the better preventing ſuch Abuſes, 
the Commanding Officer ſhall appoint a 
Subaltern Officer to viſit each Room 
every Day, and to report, whether any 
Infringement be made on this Order, 
Nor ſhall any Officer, on any Pretence 
whatſoever, attempt to make any Al- 
teration in any Room or Office, or con- 
vert them to any Purpoſe, except ſuch 
as they were intended for in the original 
Plan of the Barracks; and, to the end 
that there may not be any Miſtake here- 
after in a Matter ſo material to the Pre- 
ſervation and good Order of the ſaid 
Barracks, the Barrack-Maſter General is 
hereby directed to have the Uſe, for 
which each Room 1s intended, lettered 
on the Door; and if any Officer ſhall 
attempt to make any Alteration in any 


Room, 
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Room, or convert it to any Purpoſe,

10. Officers commanding in Barracks 
ſhall not ſuffer any Aſhes, Horſe-Dung, 
or Litter, to be put in any other places 
than thoſe allotted for the Purpoſe.

And we do hereby direct and enjoin the 
Commanding Officers not to ſuffer, that 
Candles be, on any Account, carried into 
the Stables but in proper Lanthorns. 

12. The Barrack-Maſters ſhall regu- 
larly, or when required, cauſe the Chim- 
neys of the Barracks, Infirmaries, Guard- 
houſes, and Offices, to be carefully 
ſwept; and ſhall charge the Expence 
thereof in their Halfyearly Accounts. 

13. Every Barrack-Maſter ſhall, from 
Time to Time, when any Regiment, or 
Detachment, ſhall march in or out of 
a Barrack under his Care, make a 
Return thereof to the Barrack-Maſter 
General, by the next Poſt after they 
ſhall ſo march in or out; ſpecifying the 
b par- 
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particular Regiment, or Detachment, 
the Commanding Officer's Name, the 
Number of Officers, Non-Commiſfioned 
Officers, and Private Men, and the Day 
of entering or quitting the Barrack. He 
ſhall likewiſe, once in every Three

Barrack Stores are only allowed from 
the Day on which the Iſſue ſhall take 
place. And all Barrack-Maſters are 
ſtrictly enjoined not to give, or allow to 
be given, any Commutation either in 
Money or otherwiſe for the ſame.
